America* Agriculture, 


From the Amorlunn Cultivator. 


Tho possibilities of American agri- 


culture can best be appreciated by re- 
viewing the facts that the area of ara- 
ble lands in the United States exceeds 
1,500,000,000 square miles, while tho 
area at present under cultivation is esti- 
mated to bo 174,900,000 ncres, or less 
than 275,000 square miles. 
It is pro- 


bable that the next census will show a 
valuation of farms exceeding 811,000,- 
•000,000, and an annual production of 
$3,000,000,000. 
Tho fuel that more 


than one-half of all pur people who are 
engaged in the ordinary pursuits of life 
are directly employed in agriculture, is 
at once a sufficient evidence of its un- 
iversality and importance. 


In the year 187S there were 51,008,- 


000 acres in Indian corn, producing 1,- 
371,000,000 bushels; U2,2U8,OUU 
in 


wheat, with a yield of 442,000,000 
bushels; lU,170,OOOin oatH,giving 411,- 
855,000 bushels; 1,700,000'in barley, 
showing n crop of 42,000,000 bushels; 
2,021,000 in rye, with !i5,S()0.000 bush- 
els, and 1)73,000 acres in buckwheat, 
yielding u product of 12,277,000 bush- 
els. Thus the total cereal productions 
for 1877 wan 2,284,301,000 bushels 
raised on 100,47ti,000 acres, while in 
1874 tho total crops wore but, 1,454,- 
180,200, bushels; in 1876, 1,962,821,- 
COO, and in 1877, 
2,178,934.046 bush- 


els.

productions ol Uiin country will result 
largely from improved systems of culti- 
vation, as well an from extended 
areas 


under iho plow. 
A system of agricul- 


ture presents but little to bo proud of 
which averages to tho acre over the 
wholo country a yielding of but twelve 
bushels of wheat, less than twenty-seven 
bushel* of corn, nnd only twenty-eight 
bushels of oats.

Having introduced bulldoting and all

cabinet receives.

On Monday last his eccentric- 


ities assumed the serious nature of Insan- 
ity. In the morning he wont down to tbo 
Illinois river and sluod IB tbe cold water 
up to his neck for two or three hours, with 
what object no one can divine. Ho wag 
discovered and taken or.t In an Insensible 
condition and placed in a private room in 
the county jail for safe keeping.
